January-December 

■ January - Forces of the Kingd om of C astile retreat from 
the Siege of Algeciras, after enduring severe losses, and 
secure a peace treaty. 

■ March - Muhammed III, former Sultan of the Emirate of 
Granada , is blinded and found dead in a pool, after an 
attempted coup to retake his throne from his brother Nasr. 

■ May 11 - In France, 54 members of the Knights Templar 
are burned at the stake for heresy.

■ Abu al-Fida becomes governor of Hama. 

■ The first purpose-built accommodation for students (the 
Mob Quad) is completed in Merton College, Oxford, 
England. 

■ Basarab I, after the battle against the Tatars, is named "big 
prince" of Wallachia by the feudal lords of the region. The 
country remains under Hungarian domination until the 
Battle of Posada on 12 October, 1330.
